WINDSURFING enthusiast, Murray Saunders, 
has just opened his water sports shop, Boylos, 
which he has run as an online store for two 
years, in the new-look seafront shelters in 
Lyme Regis. 

The shop stocks Oxbow and O'Shea surf 
clothing, Xcel wetsuits. Ocean and Earth surf¬ 
ing accessories, sunglasses, rucksacks and 
other accessories. 

A former Woodroffe School pupil, Murray, 26, 
went on to study business and accounting at 
Exeter University before starting an advertis¬ 
ing sales and marketing business for five major 
windsurfing brands. 

He now runs Boylos with his partner Ellie 
Boyle, and lives just outside Lyme Regis. 


■WHAT made you open the Boylos shop after run¬ 
ning it online for two years? 

I used to windsurf in Lyme Regis when I was younger 
and there was no one to offer me help and encourage¬ 
ment, or no where to get any advice. I really wanted to 
encourage more young people to take part in the sport - 
that’s where it came from. 

■ IS Lyme Regis a good place for water sports? 

It’s no Hawaii but it’s amazing for windsurfing. There 
is a good surf scene along the coast and it’s obviously 
great for kayaking and sailing, for which there’s the sail¬ 
ing club. Paddle boarding, when you stand on a board 
and paddle along the sea, seems to be the new thing to 
do as well. 

■ WHICH water sports do you enjoy? 

Windsurfing is the main one for me. I’ve taken part in 
the windsurfing pro-tours for the past few years and 
came 12th last year, and I’ve entered other competitions 
as well and travelled around Britain to do it. 

We also enjoy surfing, wakeboarding, scuba diving, 
and last year we had a boat so we did a bit of water ski¬ 
ing. Ellie likes paddle boarding at the moment but I 
think I would find it boring.

■ WHERE is the best place you've been for wind¬ 
surfing? 

St Ives Bay in Corwall in definitely my favourite place 
to go. 

■ WHAT do you think of Lyme's new seafront shel¬ 
ters? 

They’re a real asset to the town. A lot of hard work has 
obviously gone into them from the local community and 
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they present Lyme Regis the way it should be presented. 

■ WHAT do you like about working in Lyme Regis? 

I like the people and the community. Everybody is so 
friendly and pro-active, for example with Lifeboat Week 
and Regatta and Carnival Week - everybody is so hands- 
on and really gets stuck in. It seems like loads of people 
retire here and then say, “Let’s do something!” 

That kind of community is really unique, the only 
other place I think I’ve come across it is in Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia, when everyone is on their boats. 

■ WHERE would be your ideal holiday destination? 

I would really like to go to Chile because they have re¬ 
ally good conditions there for windsurfing but there is 
also a completely different culture to soak up. 

I’m hoping to go to Hawaii this autumn, which is great 
for surfing and things but it’s an American state so I 
guess the culture there won’t be so different. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I think I would put it in a bank account and forget about 
it until I was about 60. I need to work now, and then I 
could retire and do whatever I wanted!

tion and development of The Hub. A condition of the 
funding is that the development trust will ensure that The 
Hub is open to young people and the community. 

As well as the additional £20,000 over the next two fi¬ 
nancial years, the town council has already agreed to give 
The Hub £50,000 towards the cost of a new roof and 
£10,000 towards running costs in a bid to get the facility 
open as soon as possible. 

The additional funding was raised during the public 
forum session at last week’s meeting of the Strategy and 
Policy Committee by former long-serving councillor 
Stan Williams, who lost his seat at the last election. 

Mr Williams expressed concerns about the council 
committing to further funding over the next two years. 
He said there were other oganisations in the town who 
would like to know what they might be getting in the fu¬ 
ture and said that volunteers at the Woodmead Halls, of 
which he was chairman, were “despondent” over the 
issue. 

He thought it would be better for the council to await 
until “budget time” before agreeing to more money for 
The Hub. 

The additional funding was opposed by former mayor 
Michaela Ellis who pointed out that the council had al¬ 
ready agreed to give The Hub £50,000 towards the roof 
and a one-off payment of £10,000. They had not agreed 
to give more money for the next two years. 

“This (funding youth provisions) is a county council re¬ 
sponsibility and Lyme Regis Town Council has already 
done its part in helping to get this project off the ground,” 
she said. 

Councillor Ellis said that one of the reasons she sup¬ 
ported the initial funding was that they were told that 
work on the roof was imminent and that InSPARation 
Cafe would be moving into The Hub almost immediately. 

“There are many other good causes in this town which 
could do with our help. What are we going to do when 


each of these organisations come to us? We do not have 
the money to do it. It would be much better for the coun¬ 
cil to use this £10,000 to pay off some of our loans.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell also questioned why a start 
had not been made on the roof and why InSPARation had 
not moved into the building as promised. 

He also stressed that the provision of youth facilities 
was a county council responsibility and that they should 
be putting more pressure on Dorset County Council to 
give more financial assistance. 

Councillor Lovell also drew attention to a £4,500 ad¬ 
ministration charge being made by the development trust 
and asked why such a function could not be carried out 
on a voluntary basis. 

Committee chairman Mark Gage, who also chairs The 
Hub Development Group, said the roof had been delayed 
because they had not been able to get the necessary road 
closure for the scaffolding during the summer months. 
And he confirmed that the InSPARation Cafe would be 
in The Hub by the end of the summer, which he thought- 
was “an amazing achievement”. 

Councillor Gage thought it was time that the council 
showed its commitment to the youth of the town, adding: 
“If we do not do it, no one else is going to.” 

Referring to the comments of Mr Williams at the start 
of the meeting, he pointed out that the council had given 
“substantial funding” to the Woodmead Halls over the 
years. 

He pointed out that the additional funding would enable 
the development trust and The Hub to plan for the next 
three years and he was happy to bring a breakdown of the 
administrative costs to the next meeting if so required. 

Councillor Rikey Austin pointed out that The Hub 
would not only house the youth club but other youth or¬ 
ganisations in the town. Councillor Lovell recognised the 
good work that had been carried out by the fundraisers 
for The Hub but re-emphasised that the county council 
should be funding the youth club. 
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Morning of the sale (8am - onwards) 
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Community to run 
Charmouth library? 

RESIDENTS of Charmouth were disappointed this week to 
receive news that Dorset County Council had decided to 
cut funding for the village's library service. 

Charmouth Library is one of nine facilities across Dorset 
that will have its funding cut in a bid to save £80,000. 
County councillors were split over the decision to cut the 
nine libraries or make savings across all Dorset libraries by 
cutting opening hours and book funds, and the decision 
was passed by a single vote despite widespread protest. 

It is now hoped that the library could be run voluntarily 
to remain open in the future. 

Chairman of the Friends of Charmouth Library, Hazel 
Robinson, said: "People in Charmouth have been sad¬ 
dened by the news that the library will be closed unless 
we can find enough support in the community to keep it 
open - but you can be sure that we are going to try! 

"There is still a lot going on behind the scenes where Ad 
Lib (the Association of Dorset Libraries) continues to act 
as a unit and will be exploring the possibility of a judicial 
review and, at the same time, negotiating for a better com¬ 
munity offer with the council. 

"Any takeover by the community does not have to hap¬ 
pen until September 2012, so we have time to ask resi¬ 
dents what they want in a new-look library, to raise funds 
and to see if we can find enough enthusiastic volunteers 
to keep it open." 



He added: “It is not us who should be funding it. I 
would like to see something in the agreement that there 
will be persistent efforts made to get the county council 
to give some funding.” 

He also called for an assurance that the £22,500 in 
funding from the county council for InSPARation would 
be transferred The Hub. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said it was important for the 
county to show its commitment to The Hub so that they 
could access other funding. 

Councillor Barbara Austin, a trustee with the former 
Club For Young People, said she wanted to put the record 
straight in that the trustees worked extremely hard over 
a number of years to keep the club going because the 
county had withdrawn funding. 

Councillor Ellis commented: “This council has given 
£60,000. That shows we are committed to it. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said they should 
not lose sight of the commitment given by the county 
council in acquiring The Hub. 

Councillor Ellis pointed out that The Hub was asking 
for more money but some of this was going back to the 
development trust for an adminstrative fee. 

Councillor Chris Clipson pointed out that The Hub was 
in the “gestation” period. They were in the early stages 
and should be doing everything they could to encourage 
it to “take off’. 

Councillor Ellis said she would like to see the money 
go towards paying off the loans on the Marine Parade 
shelters and in that way all the people of Lyme would 
benefit and not just one group. 

Councillor Anita Williams, a development trust volun¬ 
teer, and Councillor Terry O’Grady, chairman of The 
Hub fundraising committee, took no part in the debate 
and left the council chamber.

Celebrating 150 years of lifeboats in Lyme 


SOME 200 people are expected to attend the ceremony 
to mark 150 years of a lifeboat service in Lyme Regis. 

The gathering tomorrow (Thursday), part of Lifeboat 
Week, is set to become a massive reunion with RNLI vol¬ 
unteers past and present meeting after many years. 

After widespread appeals, former RNLI crew will be 
coming to the town from many parts of the country. 

Contact has also been made with ex-RAF men who 
crewed the fast launches based in Lyme for 27 years 
from 1937 when the lifeboat station was closed. 

A photographic exhibition is being staged in the re¬ 
vamped shelters on Marine Parade to introduce the 
current crew to Lifeboat Week visitors, to celebrate the 
history of lifeboats in the town and to portray the crews 
of yesteryear. 

And the centrepiece will be a magnificent hand-built 


model of the Thomas Masterman Hardy, the lifeboat 
stationed in Lyme in 1915, which had sails and a crew 
often oarsmen. 

The model has been on show at St Michael's Church 
since 1985. A tiny plaque fitted to the boat states that 
it was built for the RNLI by Lt. Col. B.M. Hynes in 1931. 
Another framed plaque says the model was donated to 
the church by Miss M.F. Eyre. 

The anniversary event at 2pm in the Slipway marquee 
follows a celebrity auction hosted by Paul Atterbury of 
"Antiques Roadshow" which starts at 10.30am. 

Research for the exhibition of former lifeboats and 
crew owes much to the Lyme Regis Museum, publica¬ 
tions by Mr. T.K. Faragher and David Cozens, and assis¬ 
tance from Ken Gollop and David Manners.

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Council objects to 
'overlooking' steps 


LOCAL PLANNING DECISIONS 
By Francesca Evans 


TOWN councillors have 
recommended refusal of a 
retrospective planning appli¬ 
cation to retain external 
steps at 12-15 Woodroffe 
Meadow in Lyme Regis. 

At last week’s Planning 
Committee meeting, a 
neighbouring Woodroffe 
Meadow resident com¬ 
plained that he was led to 
believe the steps would be 
built with bricks and have a 
screening wall. Instead, the 
steps were metal and wood 
fire escape-style with no 
screening wall, which he 
said overlooked other prop¬ 
erties. 

“The materials that the de¬ 
veloper has used are totally 
inappropriate. We were 
amazed that no screening 
wall was put up to soften the 
impact and prevent over¬ 
looking,” he said. 

Councillors agreed the 
steps caused “significant 
overlooking” and were not 
in keeping with the area. 
Their recommendation will 
now be considered by West 
Dorset District Council. 

Councillors also recom¬ 
mended refusal to build a 
garage and store at Fairfield 
Cottage on Charmouth 
Road, on the grounds that 
the ground stability report, 
carried out in 2001, was not 
recent enough. 


■ LYME Regis Town 
Council found no objections 
to the following planning 
applications, which will 
now be considered for a 
final decision by West 
Dorset District Council:

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Thorncombe school children 
help boost local shop's trade

IN a bid to highlight the importance of keeping village 
shops open, children from Thorncombe Primary School 
have completed an exercise analysing their weekly family 
shopping list to see how much could be purchased in the 
village shop instead of supermarkets. 

The exercise showed the children how much was avail¬ 
able in their local shop but also provided valuable feedback 
as to what other items were in demand. The student with 
the most on their list that was available in Thorncombe Vil¬ 
lage Shop won a £10 voucher, with second place winning 
£6 and third winning £3. 

The students also calculated how much a round trip to 
their usual shopping town cost to see how much money 
could be saved by not using the car. The travel costs ranged 
from £6.50 up to over £11, which which was quite a shock 
for some. 

The students demonstrated their savings through pictures 
now displayed in the village shop window. 

Thorncombe Village Shop, which was bought by the local 


community and is now run by part-time staff and volun¬ 
teers, includes a cafe, free wireless interent access, a deli 
counter and Post Office, meaning it is an important facility 
for local residents but is struggling during the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

Volunteer Phil Gordon, who is trying to boost local trade, 
said: “The trouble is that we are just the wrong side of 
breaking even at the moment and we need to try to encour¬ 
age all our local shoppers to spend a few more pounds a 
week than they currently are. 

“If we can, through the children in the village, encourage 
a few more people to think village shop before car it could 
make all the difference. No one expects the typical family 
today to do their entire weekly shop in their village - that 
would be impossible - but a slight modification in habits is 
all we need. 

“We are always keen to hear ideas from the community 
as to what they would buy or what services they would 
use.”

FROM ski lifts to fibreglass steps, a host of imaginative 
solutions to the ongoing cliff erosion around St Gabriel's 
Steps in Charmouth were presented to the National Trust 
recently. 

Engineering Doctorate students from the STREAM In¬ 
dustrial Doctorate Centre - a collaboration across the uni¬ 
versities of Exeter, Cranfield, Newcastle, Sheffield and 
Imperial College - were challenged to come up with al¬ 
ternatives to the present costly and time-consuming ero¬ 
sion solution, in which the steps are relocated every 
couple of years. 


Rob Rhodes, from the National Trust's West Dorset of¬ 
fice, said: "There were suggestions on how to improve 
the safety aspect of the steps by giving them a lower gra¬ 
dient, as well as plans to strengthen the steps by making 
them modular, so that they could come apart easily 
whenever a landslide occurs and then be reassembled 
quickly. 

"The groups were given advice from geological experts 
on cliff stability, as well as from a civil engineer on how 
big and heavy the steps should be, and how best to at¬ 
tach them to a moving structure."

Creator of Lyme's town map talks ArtsFest 


IN a series of interviews leading up to ArtsFest 
2011 (September 17th to 25th), Anthea Simmons 
uncovers some of the fascinating back stories be¬ 
hind a selection of artists participating in the festi¬ 
val. 

KEITH ROBINSON may not have lived in Lyme for 
long but he has already made an impact. Look out 
for his wonderfully graphic map of the town on 
the wall at Cobb Gate, in the Tourist Information 
Centre and in the new-look seafront shelters. 


■ WHAT is the history of your involvement in the Arts? 

I studied graphic design and illustration at Berkshire Col¬ 
lege of Art and then at Middlesex. During my time at col¬ 
lege, I was awarded a Thames Television Design Bursary 
to travel to the slums of Brazil, where I ran printing work¬ 
shops, enabling community workers to produce their 
own, relevant health information posters. 

At college, I was interested in animation, graphics and 
illustration, but found it hard to settle on just one. In 1992, 
a tutor introduced me to a company in Brighton, UCM Ltd, 
who were in multimedia. I had no idea what multimedia 
was but I went to see them and I was blown away. Here 
was a way of combining everything I was interested in 
and adding in something brand new - interactivity. 

Today, we take CGI (computer generated imagery) and 
programs like Photoshop for granted. At the time, I didn't 
even know how to switch on a computer, but I decided 
I'd better learn fast and got myself a job in the company. 

In 1996,1 joined the BBC Multimedia Centre. During my 
time there, we developed BBC online as well as interactive 
TV and CD-ROMs. I worked on some fascinating projects, 
travelling to Northern Ireland for an interactive history of 
The Troubles, and to Germany to develop a CD-ROM on 
Bach. 

In 1997,1 founded a cross-media design agency, Code- 
name. We worked with the BBC, Channel 4 and Granada 
Media to produce a wide variety of work including short 
films, TV graphics and websites. Then the .com bubble 
burst and we got caught in the ripple. 

In 2001,1 went freelance, producing animation and mo¬ 
tion graphics for all the UK's major broadcasters. The last 


two years, however, has 
seen a shift in my focus. I 
was given the chance to il¬ 
lustrate a set of stamps for 
Guernsey Post to commem¬ 
orate the 150th anniversary 
of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. 
The Sherlock Holmes story I 
wrote integrates the 
stamps in a mystery with 
clues in the pictures. Its suc¬ 
cess led to a commission for 
a series of themed fantasy 
adventure stories for chil¬ 
dren, "Penny the Postie", 
which includes commemo¬ 
rative sets of stamps. The 
second book is due out in 
July. 

■ SO you have now 
evolved into a writer and 
illustrator of children's 
books, and a map-maker? 

Amongst other things, yes. I still do television work and 
illustration commissions for books and magazines. As to 
the map, we had just moved down here when I heard 
about the competition and I thought doing it would be a 
great way to get to know the town. It took me nine 
months of wandering about, taking photographs, trying 
to get a 3D aerial projection from information garnered 
on foot - very difficult. 

■ WHAT your key influences and sources of inspira¬ 
tion as an illustrator? 

My greatest influence was my old art college tutor, 
George Glenny. He taught me a way of seeing and think¬ 
ing which opened up the whole world of visual commu¬ 
nication. Artistic influences are Arthur Rackham, for his 
line work; Herge, for his draughtsmanship and clarity; and 
Ernest Shepard and Helen Oxenbury, whose acute per¬ 
ception of body language gives their characters such life. 


■ IF you had to be locked in a museum or gallery for 
a weekend, where would you choose? 

It would have to be the British Museum. I've had a love 
affair with it ever since researching a college project 
there, and I've been going back ever since. It's such an in¬ 
credible, eclectic collection. 

■ HOW did you get involved in ArtsFest? 

Jennie Pearson introduced me. I thought it would be a 
great way to get to know people and to get involved in 
Lyme's lively art scene. I'll be exhibiting at the Baptist 
Church Hall and taking part in the Art Trail, with work in 
the museum, the Tourist Information Centre and at the 
Alcove. 

■ WHAT are you looking forward to in this year's Arts¬ 
Fest? 

I'm curious to find out about Christine Allison's fish rub¬ 
bing. Her sunrise sketching sounds great too, although 
I'm not very good at early starts! The typography talk on 
September 22nd sounds fascinating, and I'm really look¬ 
ing forward to being the Literary Evening at By The Bay 
on September 20th. 


IN a drive to encourage more young people to take 
part in this year's ArtsFest, to be held from September 
17th to 25th, the Rotary Club of Lyme Regis are sup¬ 
porting a series of poetry workshops and a poetry 
competition. 

The competition will be free to enter and open to 
anyone under the age of 18 and, as it is the celebra¬ 
tory year of Maritime Lyme, poems and sea shanties 
should be inspired by the Lyme Regis coast - covering 
anything from pirates and smugglers to mermaids 
and dolphins or just the sea itself. 

Pirate Captain Artful has visited St Michael's Primary 
School in Lyme, Mrs Ethelston's Primary School in Up- 
lyme and Charmouth Primary School to explain the

competition and to explore the sea shanty genre. She 
has already received some excellent entries from the 
children and is looking forward to many more.

Fewer pedestrians killed 
as drivers stop speeding 


LATEST road safety figures from 
the DfT show that compliance 
with 30mph urban speed limits 
continues to improve while 
pedestrian fatality levels are 
falling. 

In 1998, 69 per cent of cars 
were driven faster than the limit 
in 30mph zones in free-flow con¬ 
ditions - by 2010 this had 
dropped to 46 per cent. Those 
exceeding 40 mph in a 30mph 
limit has halved since 2003, now 
down to 16 per cent. At the same 
time, traffic levels are declining 
on all types of road - a trend ob¬ 
served from 2006 onwards. 

Pedestrian fatalities have also 
reduced significantly, down 40 
per cent since 2005 from 671 to 
405. Ninety-six per cent of 
pedestrian accidents happen on 
urban roads. 

Reducing traffic speeds and 
risk in towns has been high on 
the road safety agenda, but rural 
roads, on which drivers are still 
most likely to be killed, now re¬ 
quire even greater priority to re¬ 


duce casualties further. 

1AM director of policy and re¬ 
search Neil Greig said:"The good 
news is that drivers are not driv¬ 
ing faster on the less crowded 
roads - and more people are 
sticking to the limit in urban 
areas where there are many haz¬ 
ards. A combination of consis¬ 
tent road safety messages, new 
road layouts and police enforce¬ 
ment appears to be paying road 
safety dividends for city people. 

"However despite this positive 
effect in urban areas, road safety 
on rural roads, where the major¬ 
ity of serious accidents and fatal¬ 
ities occur, needs much more 
attention. In the UK, between 
two-thirds and three-quarters of 
fatalities occur on rural roads, yet 
driving on rural roads still isn't a 
mandatory part of the basic driv¬ 
ing test. Most young drivers get 
plenty of exposure to urban haz¬ 
ards but often their first experi¬ 
ence of a rural road comes after 
the test when they are on their 
own.This is unacceptable."
